With increased frequency during the past year the 
high prevalence rabies the United States has been 
condemned both professional and lay writers 
disgrace’’ ‘‘national scandal.’’ This dis- 
ease, which has been known for centuries Europe 
and Asia, can eradicated reduced very low 
level, Great Britain, Australia, Ireland, Holland, 
Switzerland, Sweden, and Norway have demonstrated. 
Although the disease still very common India, 
Poland, Russia, and the United States, the scientific 
facts necessary control and reduce the number 
animal cases are known and should applied now. 
Rabies acute infectious disease domestic 
and wild animals and includes dogs, cats, cattle, swine, 
horses, foxes, wolves, coyotes, and small rodents among 
its primary hosts. Man only incidentally victim 
this disease through the bite rabid animal 
contact with the infected saliva open abrasion. 
Over percent the reported cases rabies the 
United States (9,000) are dogs, which the virus 
produces specific inflammation the brain, paralysis, 
and invariably death. 

California the disease has shown cyclic trend 
with variation 400 over 2,000 reported animal 
per year. the past years there have been 
human cases this unnecessary disease. 

The virus after its introduction into the tissues 
travels along the peripheral nerves the spinal 
cord and brain. Bites the face and neck therefore 
have the shortest distance travel and will produce 
symptoms the disease the shortest time. The usual 
incubation period three six weeks, but variations 
from days one year have been reported dogs. 
early symptom the disease deranged con- 
Fifty percent the dogs will develop 
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furious form the disease which increased rest- 
lessness, excitability and irritability seen. The dog 
will bite indiscriminately and will wander for long 
distances. Spread the disease other dogs, cattle 
and humans frequent this stage the illness. 
The case usually ends muscle paralysis and death 
within days from the onset symptoms. Cases 
rabies with minimal symptoms and recovery are 
reported, but this rare. Dumb rabies less dangerous 
that the animal may escape the excitement stage, but 
due lack symptoms, may expose many unsus- 
pecting persons before death. 


PROPHYLAXIS 


The virus usually present the saliva the rabid 
‘animal but this not always true. And may pres- 
ent only during short period. Hence, every bite 
rabid dog does not mean that virus has been introduced 
into the wound. Moreover, due variation the strains 
the virus and the natural resistance, immunity, 
animals and man, rabies does not always develop 
following the bite rabid animal. 

For all practical purposes, treatment with potent 
vaccine recommended: (1) the dog shows clinical 
signs the disease, dies with proved rabies after 
10-day observation period (2) the animal killed 
and examination the brain negative, but the animal 
was suspected being rabid (3) the brain presents 
the evidence Negri bodies laboratory examination, 
the virus inoculation, both (4) rabies 
present the area, and the dog cannot found. 

Too much emphasis cannot given the experi- 
mental role that dogs and other small animals have con- 
the development life-saving and potent 
vaccine. Whereas man the vaccine form pre- 
ventive treatment, dogs the vaccine means 
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protecting both the animal and man from the ravages 
this disease. 


Formerly the method local care for dog bites 
included cauterization the wound with fuming nitric 
acid. More recent work has shown that irrigation with 
percent green soap solution will give protection equal 
to, not better than, the more severe chemicals. Since 
this newer remedy endorsed the National Research 
such applications nitric acid with 
rare exceptions may well discarded from thera- 
peutics. Incidentally, follow-up the care dog bites 
one showed only percent the patients 
were treated with this drastic chemical. Debridement 
and careful cleansing with the above soap solution will 
result adequate local treatment. 


TYPES VACCINES 


Vaccines for anti-rabies treatment have been the 
subject discussion since Pasteur introduced his 
method 1885. All vaccines are divided into two types: 
The attenuated live virus type and the killed virus type. 
Webster 1939 found that most ordinary commercial 
vaccines were questionable value when tested small 
animals and vaccine would prevent the disease from 
developing after the virus had been introduced into the 
nervous system. Moreover, from statis- 
tical study rabies treated cases could not find that 
one vaccine was better than any other, although varia- 
tion potency vaccines was widely accepted. simi- 
lar situation existed the field animal vaccines 
during the earlier period. 1940 developed 
mouse test for evaluating the potency human vac- 
cines, and experiments dogs Ala- 
bama found that protective vaccine could made. 


Most manufacturers today produce chemically 
killed virus vaccine which shows high degree pro- 
tection the mouse test and has proved itself prac- 
tical application control programs for dog rabies. 
Some biological companies and laboratories believe that 
live vaccine necessary for protection but the evi- 
dence not conclusive. The preparation potent 
rabies vaccine short exposure the virus ultra- 
violet has been accomplished and shows 
promise for the future. The public, meanwhile, can have 
confidence that the 14- 21-day treatment modern 
vaccines patients who have been bitten rabid ani- 
mals not only worthwhile, but actually saves lives. 
can expect further improvements the quality and 
form the vaccines the future also. 


EFFICACY CONTROL PROGRAMS 
rabies only incidentally disease man, 
the reduction and control this illness domestic and 
wild animals remains the paramount problem. 


Great Britain example how rabies may 
eliminated from country through the application 
stringent quarantine measures and the destruction 
stray dogs. 1895, 672 canine cases and human 
cases rabies were reported. six-month quarantine 
all dogs and cats the country entering the 
country was enforced. 1903, rabies was longer 
found Great Britain. The disease again 
1918 due illegal entry dogs airplane but was 
under control very shortly after this. Since 1922, there 
have been reported cases England. Over this same 
period (1895-1945) time, the United States has had 
over 3,000 human cases rabies. 


various parts the United States the problem 
rabies has been controlled due the concerted appli- 
cation modern methods. The State Massachusetts 
has reduced rabies the vanishing point. Alabama, 
New York, and Georgia have made great strides con- 
trolling the disease. With California rests the dubious 
honor reporting the second largest number cases 
yearly. the period 1940-1944, 3,029 cases animal 
rabies were reported this State. During the same 
time, the only state total exceeding California’s was 
Texas, where 3,945 animal cases the disease were 
reported. Although the universality the problem 
recognized, each state and each county can make 
important contribution towards extermination this 
disease. 


RECOMMENDATIONS STATE DEPARTMENT 


The State Department Public Health recom- 
mends local communities that the following points 
included programs for the eradication rabies: 


The licensure all dogs within the community. 

pound system which implies the 
The collection and destruction stray dogs. 
The isolation suspected rabid dogs. 
Quarantine animals bitten other rabid 

animals. 

Annual vaccination all dogs within the com- 
munity with anti-rabies vaccine. 

Recognition that the problem rabies control 
must attacked jointly physicians and vet- 
erinarians. 


The administration any rabies program will 
most satisfactory under the supervision and 
direction the health department. The program should 
under the direct supervision rabies control 
officer, who preferably veterinarian. The pound 
system, which the responsibility the rabies control 
officer, must provide for the collection and impounding 
stray dogs; procedure for the release dogs; and 
the destruction unclaimed dogs. Vaccination should 
done veterinarian either clinics, private 
tice, combination both methods. 
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The details how dog taxes are collected, the 
exact relations between the health officer and veterinar- 
the program, and the actual administration 
the pound system, will vary from county county, 
accordance with the local problem and past customs.

months 1945 indicated that they did not coincide 
with the number venereal disease cases expected 
have been treated private practice. program was, 
therefore, developed encourage the cooperation 
private physicians report all their venereal disease 
cases. 

article the City and County San Francisco 
Department Public Health entitled ‘‘Venereal Dis- 
ease Epidemiology Private Practice’’ was printed 
the Bulletin the San Francisco County Medical 
Society May, 1945. This article was reprinted the 
local health department into pamphlet with the head- 
ing ‘‘Doctor We’ve Job With the Venereal 
Diseases.’’ This pamphlet with form letter signed 
the Director Public Health, was sent all doctors 
who were likely treating venereal diseases. Also 
enclosed was Dr. Pelouze’s pamphlet ‘‘The Diagnosis 
Gonorrhea Women.’’ The letter pointed out the 
private physician’s importance the venereal disease 
control program, offered him the free diagnostic serv- 
ices the health department, well free epi- 
demiologic service case follow-up, and requested him 
report his venereal disease cases. 


Within month another form letter was sent 
the same mailing list, including another reprint from 
the Bulletin the San Francisco County Medical 
Society August, 1945, entitled Disease 
Laws the These laws were 
excerpts from the manual prepared Robert 
Kenny, then Attorney General California, entitled 
Combating Venereal Disease—Laws and Procedures. 
Again the physician was requested report his vene- 
real disease cases. 

After this preparatory program had been launched, 
list those physicians most likely treat the largest 
number venereal disease patients was compiled. This 
list specialists dermatology and syphilology, 
urology, obstetrics and gynecology, and physicians who 
drew their practice from those areas the city with 
high incidence venereal disease. 

personal letter was then sent this selected list 
physicians which read follows 


have requested the California State Depart- 
ment Health review private physician mor- 


bidity reporting for San Francisco compared with 
other metropolitan areas, and they find that the rate 
reporting here private physicians considerably 
less than expected. estimated that approximately 
private physicians. venereal disease control program 
cannot progressively successful, therefore, unless the 
Health Department has information all cases 
venereal disease treated. have requested the Division 
Venereal Diseases check the morbidity reports for 
the first six months the current calendar year. 
Dr. Richard Koch, Chief the Division Venereal 
Diseases, advises that our records show that you 
have reported only cases during this period time 
(or—you have reported cases during this period 
time). Recognizing that most physicians practice 
treat considerable number venereal disease cases, 
thought, perhaps, that your secretary office nurse, 
unfamiliar with the law which makes reporting manda- 
tory, neglected report these cases. The value this 
reporting two-fold: (1) advises the health depart- 
ment the total incidence venereal diseases and 
(2) makes possible secure epidemiologic informa- 
tion known cases. These diseases cannot controlled

SUMMARY 

Our experience has indicated that awareness 
the part the private physician the interest 
the local health department his venereal disease mor- 
bidity reporting productive increased reporting. 

Our experience also indicates that increased 
reporting maintained energetic physician 
program must continued. 

our intention show the private physician 
the interest the health department the reporting 
his venereal disease cases, and also actual 
service him preparing special bulletins new 
methods diagnosis and treatment venereal dis- 
ease, continuing offer him free and complete 
laboratory services for those patients who cannot afford 
pay for such services, and furnish him with con- 
sultative service which enhanced personal 
public-health physician private physician relation- 
ship, well epidemiologic services return lapsed 
patients his office for treatment. 


SMALLPOX REPORTED NEW 


The speed modern travel being what is, the 
State Department Public Health has called the atten- 
tion local health departments the recent outbreak 
smallpox New York State. 


Health officers have been alerted the possibility 
that the disease may develop persons arriving 
California from the areas which smallpox has been 
reported. 

March, 1947, cases smallpox with two 
resulting deaths have been reported New York State. 
The first case was fatal and occurred person who 
arrived New York City from Mexico March 5th. 
Following that case, others developed the Empire 
State—including seven cases and one death New 
York City. Four cases, including three convalescent 
home, occurred areas adjoining the city. 


DR. GILBERT APPOINTED LOS ANGELES 
COUNTY HEALTH OFFICER 


Dr. Roy Gilbert was appointed permanent health 
officer Los Angeles County the Board Super- 
visors May 1947, following 10-month period 
which held the position acting basis. 

Dr. Gilbert had previously served seven years 
assistant health officer. Dr. Swartout 
who resigned county health officer June 1946. 


CONGRESSIONAL PUBLIC HEALTH BILLS 


Items legislation which would recognize the pri- 
mary responsibility the states controlling water 
pollution and which would provide for United States 
membership and participation the World Health 
Organization are now pending before the Congress. 


The water pollution control measure (Senate Bill 
418) declares policy the Congress ‘‘to 
nize, preserve, and protect the primary responsibility 
and rights the states controlling water 
would also provide federal and technical services and 
financial aid the states and interstate agencies the 
formulation and execution their stream pollution 
abatement programs. Money for grants-in-aid for these 
purposes administered the United States Public 
Health Service would also provided. 

The World Health Organization measures are Sen- 
ate Joint Resolution and House Joint Resolution 161. 
These would carry out President Truman’s recom- 
mendation that legislation enacted provide for 
this country’s active participation WHO. 
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150 TYPHOID FEVER CASES REPORTED 
LAST YEAR 


During 1946, 150 cases typhoid fever and car- 
the disease were reported the State Depart- 
ment Public Health. 

There was one outbreak seven cases traced 
raw milk dairy where one milker, found typhoid 
had been milking for period days within 
the incubation period these cases. One case was diag- 
nosed New Mexico, having left California during the 
incubation period the disease. Typhoid organisms 
were isolated from the other six cases and found 
Imperfect phage type. The milker was excreting 
typhoid bacilli the same phage type. 

Another group five cases followed family gath- 
ering the time funeral. Two members the 
family were recovering from typhoid fever (phage type 
Imperfect contracted trip Mexico and were 
living with the grandmother after having been dis- 
charged from the hospital convalescents. The grand- 
mother prepared food for the group attending the 
funeral and the time the investigation, her stools 
were positive (phage type Imperfect V). Laboratory 
examinations will continued determine whether 
she chronic shedder following exposure 
her daughter and grandchild. Specimens were sub- 
mitted the State Laboratory for phage typing from 
only one the five cases; that patient had Imper- 
fect phage type organism. 

Four cases typhoid fever were reported from four 
counties during April. Each patient had gathered raw 
clams about the same time from the same beach area 
known polluted with untreated sewage. Specimens 
were submitted the State Laboratory from three cases 
and each was phage type

Aim the clinic has been twofold (1) help indi- 
viduals understand and solve the social and per- 
sonality problems which lead promiscuity, and (2) 
reduce venereal infection through reduction prom- 
iscuity. The clinic staffed part-time psychiatrist, 
one part-time psychologist, and two medical-social 
workers. Results have thus far been most encouraging.

had been given long-term treatment almost percent 
reported improvement mental health which had led 
which seems have been borne out the work 
the clinic that promiscuity caused individuals 
who are, Miss Stern’s words, ‘‘engaging unsat- 
isfactory pseudo-solution personality difficulties and 
that their behavior does not spring largely from physi- 
ological need.’’ These personality difficulties have been, 
almost every case studied the clinic, result 
conflict, inadequacy, disorganization within the per- 
sonality. 


All this, course, has direct meaning for 
parents.

IMPERIAL COUNTY HEALTH AND WELFARE 
COUNCIL ORGANIZED 


meet health and welfare needs which are becom- 
ing increasingly apparent, the citizens Imperial 
Valley have established Health and Welfare Council.* 

The council was organized through the cooperation 
official and voluntary health organizations and rep- 
resentatives lay and professional groups. 

The idea originally was introduced Dr. Eugene 
Benson, county health officer, and followed 
the Imperial County Tuberculosis and Health Asso- 
ciation. 

Following the tuberculosis association’s annual din- 
ner which ‘‘Community Organization’’ was the 
theme, committee was selected call together repre- 
sentatives all organizations that might interested 
health and welfare council. few weeks later the 
same group met again, selected temporary chairman 
and secretary, and set committees each town 
the valley select council representatives. Then, from 
each town five representatives who provided good 
community life and interest were 
chosen. 

During the organization process, the public was 
kept informed through newspaper publicity and talks 
organizations and groups. When the ground work 
had been finished, the first meeting the council was 
this time constitution and by-laws were 
adopted, and president and board directors elected. 

Committees the council are now hard work 
several community problems. Further growth pro- 
vided for the by-laws with the provision that every 
organization group interested health welfare 
problems will invited join the council. 

stated its constitution, the new organization 
will work ‘‘to promote the general welfare the com- 
munity through such activities (a) the study 
community needs and resources, (b) cooperative pro- 
motion social improvements and (c) dissemination 
information the public.”
